Alaskan Boundary 


Lieutenant George T. Emmons, U. 


S . N., retired, has made to the secre- 
tary of state his report upon the re- 
sults, of his investigation along the 
Alaskan boundary of certain stories 
which have found frequent repetition 
in late years to the effect that monu- 


ments have been discovert'! marking 
the real boundary line between Alaska 
and the British Northwest Territory at 
a point many leagues further from the 
sea than the British have been willing 
to admit. Lieutenant Einmons was 
selected for the work of inquiring into 
the subject because he was thoroughly 
familiar with the country in which the 
supposed boundary stones exist. He 
spent most of the past summer in the 
region and ha« now reached a conclu- 
sion, The state department at this time 
w i l l not make the report public. 


The inquiry is regarded as bnt one 


chapter in a long series of investiga- 
tions which have been going on for the 
past ten years under the auspices of 
the state -department. It is said the 
department l;as investigated promptly 
every rumor bearing on the existence 
of boundary monuments which pre- 
sented the least appearance of plausi- 
bility. 


Lieutenant Emmons declares that he 


has not breathed a word of the nature 
of his conclusions to anyone except the 
officials here in Washington. Still it 
is regarded aa a fair conjecture that 
he has not found the stones reported to 
exist to be boundary monuments, else 
the state department could regard it 
as incumbent on it to take steps to se- 
curing ratification of the present tem- 
porary boundary. Instead of doing this 
the report has been referred to ex- 
Senator John W. Foster and 
Senator 


Fairbanks for their infoimation. Thev 


are members of the high joint commis- 
sion which was charged with the aet- 
tlement of the Alaskan boundary ques- 
tion among many other 
important 


matters.

HOW IT IS DONE. 


We lay the cord again and declare

How To Make Traps. 


| In Gibson's "Camp Life in the Woods 
| nml the Tricks of Trapping," published 
some years ago, the following effective 
traps that can be easily made are de- 
scribed: 


I 
A mnnse trap may be made vrlth a 


bowl and a knife blade. Put a piece 
of cheese on the end of the blnclc of a 
table knife. 
Lift one edge of the bowl 


and put tho knife, standing on its edge, 
under it, allowing the bait to be about 
an Inch and a hnif beneath the bowl. 
The odor of cheese will attract the 
mouse aud he will find his way under 
the edge of tiie bowl, aiid a very slight 
nibble will tip the blade and the bowl 
will fall over on the prisoner. 


A thimble mny be used In place of 


the knife. Force the cheese Into the 
thimble and put the thimble under the 
bowl with the open end inward, allow- 
ing about half the length of the thim- 
ble to project out of it. The mouse, in 
trying to got the cheese out of the 
thimble, will cause the bowl to fall. 
If the thimble be too small to allow 
the mouse to pass under the edge of the 
bowl, put n piece of pnstbcrard or a flat 
chip under the thimblo. 


To make a fly trap, take a tumbler 


and half fill It with strong soapsuds. 
Cut a circle of stiff paper which will 
exactly lit Into the top of the glass, 
and in the center of the paper cut a 
hole h.'df an inch in diameter. A slice 
of bread may be used In place of the 
stiff paper. Smear the under side of 
the disk with molasses before insert- 
ing. 
Flies will lind their way clown- 


ward through the hole, and once In-low 
tho pa tier their doom Is sealed. 
In 


their efforts to escape they will full 
into the soapsuds and speedily perish. 
By setting a number of such traps In a 
room it will soon be rid of tho pests.

"Put ns many lies In n sheet as will 
lie In it, although the sheet were big 
enough for the bed of Ware in Eng- 
land." This enormous bed is 10 feet 
9 Inches square and 1 feet 6 Inches 
high. It is made of Spanish oak, ele-

The top Is a solid canopy of beautifully 
carved wood made in one piece.

Interest of historic architecture It is 
much to be desired that such apprecia- 
tive strangers should purchase every 
ancient mansion that stands In dangei 
of Incongruous "improvement." 


As a result of patient research and 


experimentation on the pnrt of such 
men as Koch, Pasteur, Frankel, Ab- 
bott, Eshner, and many other scien- 
tists In this country and Europe, tho 
physician of to-day Is enabled to go di- 
rect to the primary causes of disease 
and by the aid of perfected micro- 
scopes nnd apparatus determine to a 
certainty the proper treatment to be 
pursued. 
In the larger cities labora- 


tories have been established where the 
practicing physician, who otherwise 
on account of the heavy expense of 
equipping a private laboratory would 
be unable to take advantage of this 
valuable adjunct to his profession, can 
have specimens, taken from his pa- 
tients, investigated under the skilled 
eye of the trained pathologist. 


A newspaper correspondent was re- 


cently permitted to see the inside 
workings of a modern "bug plan;." 
where the ubiquitous germ Is grown, 
raised, nourished, and finally studied 


the flXrt of fftrmi risible under tb« 
microscope, certain chemical stains ar» 
used. 
Each species of germ life r*- 


spond* fo the action of Its particular 
stain. 
Take for ln«fnnce the culture 


from n person suspected of being ft 
consumptive. 
After the specimen had 


been prepared as described above, It Is 
treated with a crlm«on aniline stain, 
and, should the bacilli of tuberculosis 
exist, they ore plainly brought out and 
easily Identified.

bacteriological work, as win be seen

Entering the main room, filled with 


bottles of chemicals and uncanny-look- 
ing apparatus, the first object to strike 
the visitor's eye is a strange-looking 
metal box under which burns a tiny 
KUS Hume. Headers who attended the 
Pan-American Exposition will remem- 
ber the incubator on the Midway in 
which babies were nourished and rais- 
ed* Here was another Incubator, but 
in place of bright-eyed little children, 
colonies of Infinitesimal disease-deal- 
ing germs were being brought to life. 
Before the suspected germ specimen is 
placed in this Incubator it must be 
thoroughly prepared and placed on a 
proper culture medium, or breeding 
ground. Different germs thrive on dif- 
ferent foods, so It Is necessary, in or- 
der to successfully raise a family of 
this particular branch of the bug fam- 
ily, to select a suitable food. The aver- 
age gersi 5s a g?e«t 5cr?er of beef boui- 
llon for the main course of his dmner, 
while others skip the substantials, go- 
ing direct to dessert and making the 


by the accompanying drawings of four 
common species of bacilli taken from 
photographs made In the. local labora- 
tory. 
An attachment, not unlike the 


ordinary plate camera, Is fastened to 
the microscope, the powerful lens ot 


i tho 'scope answering the same purpose 
as the lens of the camera used In other 
photographic work. 


Water and milk analyses are also 


made in the laboratory. Every drop 
of water wj drink contains germ life, 
but the germ species with few excep- 
tions are harmless. They are not dis- 
ease-producing, but simply act as scav- 
engers, converting orgd*ulc matter into 
harmless compounds. The following 
table compiled by leading American 
authorities ou the subject gives an idea 
of the number of these wiggling little 
creatures the average persou driuks in 
a day: 


Exceptionally pure water contains 10 


germs to each 15 drops. 


Very pure water contains 100 germs 


to each 15 drops. 


Pure when 1,000 germs are present 
Poor with 10,000 germs present. 
And when water contains l.OOO.OOC 


to 50,000,000 germs to each 15 drops, it 
Is considered very bad, and unsafe to 
drink.

Beet Sugar and Glass 


For romo. inexplicable reason the In- 


lianapolis Journal has become almost 
'icious in its hostility toward tho beet- 
ngar industry, and those who opposed 
elief for Cuba last winter by the 
'reciprocity" method. 
In its issue 


>f August 1 it said: 


"It might be remarked, to calm the 


anxiety of the Oxnard coterie, that 
he Republicans are not contemplating 
n general revision of the tariff, though 
nany believe that two or three sched- 
ules could be improved. For instance, 


f it were not a tax for revenue, and 
were not needed, the duty of about 100 
per cent on sugar could be cut 50 per 
ent., to the relief of tho people." 


In the first place no newspaper that 


understands the principle of protection 
will use the ad valorem ns proof of 
anything, because the lower the value 
of an article the higher the ad valorem 
is apt to he. Secondly, the average ad 
valorem rate on sugars, June, 1900- 
1901, was not 100, but about 70 to 72 
per cent. 
Thirdly, what has the Jour- 


nal to say about the ad valorem on 
certain window and certain plate glass 
made in Indiana? The rate on the 
former is in some instances 70, 75, 90 
to 107 per cent, and on certain plate 
glass as high as 120 per cent. Better 
let the new and^developing agricultural 
industry of beet sugar alone. It really 
needs all the protection it gets if we 
are to develop it as we have the glass 
and tin-p'ate 
industries.—American

Oleomargarine 


There has been a considerable reduc- 


tion in the amount of oleomargarine 
made in this country since tho passage 
of the law that prohibits it from being 
colored to imitate butter. 
lu July 


nearly as much waa made this year ns 
in July, 1901, but during August this 
year, in Chicago, which has produced 
about two-fifths of the entire amount 
made in the United States, was made 
but 1,361,620, pounds which la 2,915,- 
980 pounds less than in August, 1901, 
or less than one-third as much. If the 
decrease through all the manufactories 
is the same, it would amount 
to 


6,550,000 pounds in August, equal to 
tlie product of 52,400 cows that average 
to make 125 pounds of butter a year. 
To decrease the total production some 
75,000,000 pounds a year means that 
the average production of butter should 
be raised far above 125 pounds per cow, 
or a large increase in the number of 
cows kept, unless we want to produce 
a butter famine. In the meanwhile 
our exports of butter are steadily de- 
c-easing, as we have not choice cream- 
ery butter to spare from our home 
trade. But the expoits of oleo-oil to 
European countries does not decrease, 
and while that keeps up, those <;oun- 
tries can sell margarine in England, 
j 


or can use it at home and sand their 
butter to England. Ihey do both, if 
wo may credit the custom reports of 
Great Britian. —American Cultivator.
